I not only comply with"^ the propofal^.but ftall^ 
think father Marefcotti' will do me. a favour, inv 
puttine it into my power^to (hew him the regard L 
have for him. One requeft I have only to make ;^ 
That father Marefcotti will prefcribe his own con*, 
^tioxxs to me. And I affure you ^\\^ that ther*

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ffiali be esrceeded, as to tie oonfi(feratioti, ic they 
ev'ef fd high. 

You and I, Chevalier, replied the father, (halt 
have no difficuhy as to the terms. 

None you can have, faid the Marquis, as to 
thofe. Father Marefcotti will be (fill oar fpiritual 
diredof, 

Onlj one conditiOh I will beg leave to makei 
with father Marefcotti; that he will confine his 
pious cares to thofe only who are already Of his 
own perfuafion ; and that no difputable points may 
cyer be touched upon to fervants, tenants, or 
neighbours, in a country where a dilSerent religi* 
on from that to which he is a credit, is eftablim-' 
ed. I might, perhaps, have fafely left this to hrs* 
own moderation and honour ; yet without fiich a* 
previous engagement, his confcience migtt have 
been embarraued ; and had I not infifted on it, I 
lliould have behaved towards my country in a 
manner for which I could not anfwer to my own 
Eeart. 

Your countrymen. Chevalier, faid the county 
complain loudly of perfecution from our church t 
Yet what difqualifications do Catholics lie undef 
in England ?

1 fhould hope, tha€ 
whed dfty iiftef and yon are in England together^ 
yovL would' not fcrupU to ccHifult him on the mi(be<« 
kavio^r oC any: of my fifter's Catholic fervants. . 
Indeed, my lord, I *fttould. I will myfelf be 
judge in my own houfe of the ccmdad aod beha* 
Tiour 6f all my fbrvants. From the independence 
of A)€h people upon me, difputes or t&^earmeiTe^ 
ftiight ariie, that otherwiie would never happen 
Wtween their lady and narc« The. power of difmifT 
fion, on any ^grant mtfbehaviour» mu(l be in me* 
if y temper fs not capricious : My charity is not 
confined: My confideration for people in a for 
ip^ign country, and wholly in my power, will, I 
hope, be even generous. I perhaps may bear with 
them the more for having them in my power. 
But my wife's iervsuits, were ihe a fovereign, muft 
be mine. 

Unhappy I faid father Marefcotti, that you ca<i* 
ttot be ©f one faith! But, Sh:,jyou will allow, I 
hope, if the caie will bear iy of expoftulation from 
ikief 

Yes, father : And ihould generally^ I believe, be 
deterti^ined by yoiir advice and > mediation : Bm: 
I would not candkim to make the greatefl faint». 
and the wifeft man oa earth, to judge in my own 
fftmily over me. 

There is rcafon in this; rejoined the bifhop^ 
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Touy perhaps, would not fcmple, Sir, te coafult 
the Marchionefs, before you dilmiifed fuch a con* 
fiderable fervant as- her womaoy if m^ lifter did 
not agree to 16 ? 

The Marquis and Marchione& wirlJ be judges of, 
my conduct', when I am in Italy : I fbouid defpife 
myfelf, were it not to be the fame in England a& 
at Bologna. I have in my travels been attended 
by Catholic Servants. They never had reafon to? 
complain of want of kindnefs, even to indulgence^ 
from me. We Proteftants confine not falvation 
within the pale of our own church : Catholics do^' 
and have therefore ah argument for their ieal, in 
endeavouring to make profelytes, that we have 
not. Hence,, generally i{>eaktng, may a CathoUa 
fervant live more happily with a Proteftant mafter, 
than a Proteftant fepvant with a Catholic mafter^ 
Let my fervants but live up to their own profef- 
fions) and they (hall be indulged with all reafon< 
able opportunities of purfuing the dictates of their 
own confctences. A truly religious ferv.ant9 of 
whatever perfuafion, eannot be a bad one# 

Well, as to- this article, we muft leave it, acqtiielA 
ced the biOiop, to occaiions as tliey may arife.. 
Nine months in the year, I think, you propofe to 
rcfide in Italy— 

That, my lord, was on> a fuppoAtion that Lady 
Clementina woutd not oblige me with her company 
to, my native country any part of the year 5 in that

year in England : Qtherwift^. I hoped that year 
and year, in turn, would be allowed. me..

lifhmen. Cannot th»s be done by the laws of your 
country, and the tenure by which thefe eftates are* 
held ? 

If Clementina marry, jfaid the Marquis, whethei) 
there be ilfue or not, Laurana's claim ceafes. But, 
Chevalier, can you think it juft to deprive childreui 
unborn. of their natural right ? , 

I have a very good eftate : It is improvmg. I. 
hj^ve confiderable expedsations bcfides. That is 
not mine which I do not poflefs, and fhall have no. 
pight to, but by marriage; and which,, therefore^ 
muft and ought to be fubjedl to marriage-articles. 
Riches never made men happy. If my defcen- 
dants. wiU not be fo with a competenc*, they wiH

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^ot With a redundaace. I hope Stenor Jeron3rmo 
may recover, and marry : Let tne eftate herCf 
from the hour that I (hail be honoured w.ith the 
hand of your dear Clementina, be Jeronymo's and

'cv)n iake, that-^ou are difappointed. 

I pity you, Lady Olivia ; from my Ibul I pity 
yo\i! ana fhould abhor myfelf, were I capa- 
ble of mingling infult with my pity. But I leave 
you.

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Forgive me, Chevalier, catching my arm as I 
^vas going. I am more difpleafed with myfetf 
than with you.

The General accompanied me, tirith his lady, 
part of my way to FJorence: The motive of his 
jonrney is to' rejoice perfonaHy with his friends at 
Urbino and Bologna, on the rtfolution his filler 
has taken, and to Congratuiate her upon it ; as he * 
has already* done by letter, the copy of which he 
Slowed me. There were high compliments made 
me in it. We may fpeak handfomely of the man 
'whom we iieithcr envy nor fear. He would have 
loaded me with prefents ; but I declined accepting 
ainy ; iii iach a manner, however, as he could not 
be diffatisfied with me for my refttfal. 

I paid aifo my Pe(pe6ls at Urbino to the Altieri 
family, and the Conte della Porfetta, in my way 
to Rome and Naple?, and met with a very polite 
reception from both.

Prince of a man 1 What prince, king, 
emperor, is ip truly great as this man ?— And is her 
not likewife furrounded by his nobles ?>— What a 
number of people of high interior worth, make up 
the circle of his acquaintance ! 

And is there not, cannot there yet be hope; th^. 
^roud Bologna now (asihe is) out of the qucllion? 
■T-The Florentine wants not pride ; but betrayed 
by the violence of her temper, (he has not had the 
caution to confine herfelf within the bounds of fe* 
iliale ((hall I fay ?) hypocrijy. What Ihe could not 
hide from herfelf, ihe revealed to the man ihe lov-^ 
<d : But never, however, was there any other man 
whom ihe* loved. Upon whom but one man,. the 
haughty obje<^ of her paiHon, did (he ever conde* 
fcend to look down ? Who but he was ever en^ 
couraged to look u^ to her I — And did not his 
gentlerhis humane, his unreproaching heart, feem 
to pity rither than defpife her, till ihe was too far 
engaged ?

Poor woman ! (he could not ezped a better fate. 
To yield up her chaftity ; to be forced upon him 
afterwards, by way of doing her poor juftice j what 
affiance can he have in her virtue were ihe to meet: 
with a tmal ?, 

But that h hot all ; for though nobody queftions^ 
her fidelity, yet what weight with him can her ar- 
guments hacve,. Were Ihe to endeavour to enforce 
upon his mind thpfe dodfcrines which, were they 
to have proceeded from a pure heart, might now 
and then have- let in a ray of Hght on his benight-^ 
ed foul :7 A gloomy mind mud occafionally receive 
gr^at confolaticn from the intcrpofal and foothing 
Gf a companionable love, when we know it comes 
from an untainted, heart ! 

Poor Mr Grandifon found tti Mi> cafe alfo great: 
voom for felf- application and regret, without noy. 
being fo officious as to remind- him of th? limili- 
tude, though the woman who is endeavoured to 
he impofed on him for a. wife,, is a. more, guilty - 
creature than ever Mrs Bag^nhaii was. . 

And here, madam, allow me to obferve, that 
there is fuch a famenefs in the lives, the actions,. 
the purfuits of libertines, and fuch a.likenefsin the.^ 
accidents, punifhment, and occadons for remor^. 
which attend them, that I wonder they will not: 
be warned by the beacons that are lighted up by^ 
every brother libertine whom they know; and that. 
they will fo generally be driven on the fame rock»s 
overfpread and furrounded as it is 'm their very 
fight, by a thoufand wrecks ! — Did fuch know 
your brother, and learn from his example and hif- 
tory what a variety there is in goodnefs, as he: 
gaffes. onJrom.objed to objedl, exercifmg, not of?^- 
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ficiouflyi but as opportunity offers, his noble ta- 
lents to the benefit of his fellow creatures, furely 
they would, like honeft Mr Sylvefter the attorney, 
endeavour to give thetnfelves folid joy, by follow- 
ing what that gentlealan juffly called io feif-renvard- 
ing an example. 

Forgive me, madam, if fomettmes I am ready 
to preach : It is mjr province. Who but your bro- 
ther can make every province his, sgid accomodate 
himfclf to every fubjedl ? 

We reached Sir Harry Beauchamp's that nighty 
and there took up our lodgings. 

Sir Harry feems to be in a fwift decay ; and he 
is very fenfible of it. He rejoiced to fee your bro- 
ther. I was afraid, Sir Charles Grandifon, fard 
he, that our next meeting would have been in ano- 
ther world.

This was a wifh, a thought, not to be difcou- 
raged in a dying man. Sir Charles wa& affeded 
with it.

I hare learn- 
ed much from him. He preaches by a6ii9m Till 
I knew him, young man as he then was, and iliU 
is, iniy preachmg was by nvords : I was contented 
that my aftions difgraced not ray words. 

Lady Beauchamp, as my patron afterwards toM* 
tne, confeffed in tears, that ihe Ihould owe to him- 
all the tranquillity of mind which fhe can hopfe 
for if (he furvive Sir Harry.

am afraid. Sir Charles, that I never (hall fee you

your noble heart ^ God be yom* guide and pro^ 
tedor ! Take care of your precious health. Yotl^ 
have a^ great deal to do before you finifli ydur glo% 
rious courfe, and come to this iaft period of hu- 
man vanity* 

, -My patron was both grieved and rejoiced — Re- 
joiced to fee Sir Harry m a frame of mind fo dif- 
ferent from that to which he had been a witnefs. 
in Sir Hargrave PoUexfen ; and grieved to find 
him paft all Jiopes of recovery.. 

. Sir Charles purfued his journey crofethc coun-> 
try to JLady Mansfield's. We found no conveni- 
ent place for dining, and arrived at Mansfidd- 
houfe about (ivc on Friday afternoon. 

My JLady Mansfield, her daughter and fons^ 
w^re overjoyed to fee my patron. Mr Grandifoa 
told me, that he never, from infancy till this time, 
&ed fo many tears as he has Ihed on this ihon: 
tour^ fomettmes from joy, ibmetimes from grief. 
I don't know, madam, whether one fhould wifhv 
Max re^edabliihed in his fortune,, if it could be 

donct. 
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done, fince calamityi rightly fupportcd, is a blef- 
fing. 

Here I left my patron^ and proceeded on Sa- 
turday morning with Mr Grandifon^o the halL 
If Sir > Charles finds matters ripened for a treaty 
between the Mansfield s and^ their adverfaries, as 
he has been put in hopes, he will go near to ftay at 
Mansfield-houfe, and only vifit us at the hall in- 
cognitOy to avoid neighbourly congratulations^ till 
he can bring things to bear. 

"Mr Grandifon jud now told me, that Sir 
Charlesy before he left town, gave him a 400/. 
bank note, to enable him to pay off his debts to 
tradefmen ; of which, at his defire,. he had given 
him in a lift ; amounting to 360 /. 

He owes, he fays, 100 /• mere to the widow of 
a wine- merchant ; but being refolved to pay it the 
moment money comes into his hands, he would 
»ot acquaint Sir Charles with it.

LETTER XXIX. 
Sir Charles Grandison, To Dr Bartlett. 

Mansjield'boufej Thurjday^ Sept. 14. 

YOU will be fo good, my dear friend, as to let 
my neighbours, particularly the gentlemen 
you mention, know, that the only reafon I for- 
bear paying my compliments to them, now I am 
fo near, is, becaufe I cannot as yet enjoy their 
company with that freedom and eafe which I hope 
in a little while to do. Tell them, that I purpofe 
after fome particular affairs are determined (which 

will 
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ijrili for a little while longer engrofs me), to devote 
the greateft part of my time to my native place ; 
and that then I will endeavour to make 'myielf as 
good a neighbour, and as fecial a friend as they 
can wifh me to be. 

On Sunday I had a vifit from the two Hartleys, 
They gave me very fatisfadtory proofs of whac 
they were able, as wcil as willing to do, in fupport 
of the right of the Mansfields to the edate of 
which they have been defpoiled ; and fhewed me 
a paper which nobody thought was in being, of 
the utmoil confequence in the caufe. 

. On Monday, by appointment, I attended Sir 
John Lambton. Two lawyers of the Keelings 
were with him. They gave in their demands. I 
had mine ready, but theirs were fo extravagant^ 
that I would not produce them : But, taking Sir 
John afide, I love not, faid I, to aflFront men of a 
profeflSon ; but I am convinced that we never fhall 
come to an underftanding, if we confider ourfelves 
as lawyers and clients. I am no lawyer ; but I 
know the ftrength of my friend's caufe, and will 
rifk half my eiiate upon the juftice of it. The 
Mansfields will commiflion mcy if the Keelings will 
you<, and we perhaps may do fomething. If not, 
let the Jaw take its courfe. I am now come to re- 
fide in England. I will do nothing for myfelf, till 
I have done what can be done to make all my 
friends- cafy. 

- Sir John owned, that he thought thc^Mansfields 
had hardlhips done them. . Mr Keeling fenior, he 
faid, had heard of the paper in the Harcieys' hands ; 
a#id, praifing his honefty, told me in confidence, 
that he had declared, that if fuch a paper could 
Ixave been produced in time, he would not have 
profecuted the fuit which he had carried. But Sir 
John faid, that the younger Keeling was a furious 
young man, and would oppofe a compromife oa 
the terms he fuppofed the Mansfields would expeft 

to 
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to be complied with. But what are your propo* 
fals. Sir? 

Thefe, Sir John : The law is expenfivc ; delays 
may be meditated ; appeals may be brought if we 
gain our point.— -What I think it may coil os to 
eftablifli the right of the injured, which cannot be 
a ftnall fum, tibatwiil I prevail upon the Mansfields 
to give up to the Keelings. I will tnift you if you 
give me your honour with our proofs ; and if you 
smd your friends are fatisfied with them, and will 
confent to eftablifli our right by the form only of 
a new trial, then may we be agreed ; otherwife 
not. And I leave you and them to confider'of it. 
I fhaU hear from you within two or three days. 
Sir John promifed I ihould ; but hoped to have 
fome talk firft with the Hartleys, with whom, as 
well as with me, he declared he would be upon 
honour. 

Wedntfday Evening. 

I HAD a meffage from Sir John laft night,, re- 
queiiing me to dine with him and the elder Mr 
Keeling this day, and to bring with me the two 
Hartleys, and the proofs I had hinted at. 

Thofc gentlemen were fo obliging as to go with 
me, and took the important paper with them which 
had been depofited with their grandfather as a 
common friend, and contained a reco^nitioix of the 
Mansfields' right to the eftates in queition, upon an 
amicable reference to pcrfons long fmce departed : 
An atteft€d*copy of which was once in the Mans- 
fields' poflcflion, as by a memorandum that came 
to hand, but which never could be found. The 
youngev Keeling was not intended to be there ; 
but he forced himfclf upon us. He behaved very 
rudely.

And I will deliver 
myislf with all the trutk and plainnefs which.

I amr- not mfenfibk to beautjT; but the beauty 
of perfqn onfy never^ yet had power, over more 
than my eye ; to which it gave a pleafure like thae 
which it receives from the flowers of a gay par- 
terre. Had notvaj heart been out of the reach of 
perfimal attraftionr, if I may fo exprefs myfclfj. 
and had I been my own ma^er,. Mifs Byron^ in*

Nor was it difficult for me to^bferve,. that mv fif* 
ters and Lor^d JL, who knew nothing of. my utua* 
lion, would, have chofen for aiifta* the y4>ung lady 
preftnt, before every other woman*

from that felf- partiality and vanity which is too 
natural to. men of vivacity and ftrong hopes, to 
flatter myfelf^ that I ought,. i^jr my Jifters* htter^^ 
have made myfeli mt unaccceptahlt to a lady^ who 
fcemed to be whoUyrdifcngaged in her aSedions::
